Washing-ton. March 9—The navy de- 


partment has no official1 information 
confirming the rumor that Admiral 
Dewey is breaking down under th<» 
ssvere strain, but the. reports have 
probably a fair basis in fact. 


It is known he has agei in appear- 


ance and that bis face show* signs of 
strain. Stories of his health have been 
circulated for four months and arc all 
traceable to private reports. Admiral 
Dewey will be 62 in December. 
For 


many years he bas not been .strong 
physically. He has had imposed oa him 
the most severe and exacting duties 
so it is natural that his frail physique 
should show effects of the tremendous 
strain. The Philippine climate is of the 
hardest to bear for the Caucasian and 
the admiral will soon begin his second 
year there. In addition be labors under 
the drawback:.of having'undergone a 
severe surgical operation for the relief 
of his liver. A man needs a sound liver 
in the Philippines above all places.

.signs of physical strain. The president 
offered to relieve him some time ago, 
but he replied he thought his duty re-

Ths fact thai 
the rainy seacon is not far off is a poten 
reason for the early recall of the volun 
teer troops in Cuba; 


The homeward movement will have t 


be gradual, because of the limited trans 


I portation facilities ncjw at the disposa 


of the war department, Thei vurlou 
regiments will be brought home, how 
ever, as rapidly as the available troop 
ships can make .the irips between th 
island and various ports in the Unite 
States selected for their disembarkation, 


There are now about 25,000 volunteer; 


in Cuba, and their withdrawal will leav 
about 15,000 regular troops there for th 
enforcement of the pWicy of the admin

stable government oa the .island. Th 
volunteer troops now on garrison duty 
in Cuba and/under Auster.out orders 
include the following ^organizations:

The officials of the administration ex 


press satisfaction at the present politica 
state of affairs in Cuba, and are confi- 
dent of a continuance of the prevailing 
peace and ?pod order. The troops are 
to.be withdrawn, on'the-, theory that 
there is no longer need of their services 
In that country, and that the question 
of government will work out themselves 
without the pretence of a large military 
force. ~ Consequently there is no present 
purpose of replacing the volunteers with 
regular troops, but such; a course of ac- 
tion will be taken only in case it becomes 
necessary for the execution of the ad- 
ministration's policy. 


Tie Second United States regular In- 


fantry has been at Annlston, Ala., for 
several weeks under orders to proceed 
to Cuba, and it is expected that that 
reghnent will make the1 trip in a short 
time. . So far as known no other troops 
are intended for service on the island 
during tlu coming summer. But one or 
two artillery regiments will be held in 
reserve at points on the Atlantic coast 
for such service in case some of the regu- 
lars in Cuba have to be brought home for 
• change of climate or reinforcements 
should become necessary. 


A fact in connection with the regulars 


who are now reinforcing General Otis 
in the Philippines that is giving con- 
siderable satisfaction to tbe war de- 
partment is that they are all armed 
with the "calibre 30" rifle, commonly 
known as the Krag-Jorgensen. 


There has been more or less uneasi- 


ness over the fact that the volunteers 
on the .flring line around Manila were at 
a decided disadvantage against the na- 
tives, owing to the fact that the Fil- 
ipino sharpshooters, armed with Maus- 
ers, oould lay out of range of the Spring- 
fields, with which our volunteers were 
armed, and pot them to an extent that 
was limited only by the bad marksman- 
ship of the natives. This was not only 
the source of a good many casualties 
among our troops, but had a bad moral 
effect on them, since It was very trying 
to be continually under flre from an 
enemy who keep disortetly out of range. 


With the arrival of the regulars this 


situation will be completely changed 
The reinforcements all have the calibre 
SO rifle, which In practically just as good 
a gun as the Mauser, while In addition 
our regular troops arc sharpshooters 
almost to a man. This is largely owing 
to the fact that for years the target am- 
munition allowance in our small army 
has been about ft per man per annum, 
an amount no European nation has evei 
thought of spending. This does not say 
that there are not many excellent shots 
among tbe volunteers, and though thi 
war department bas no definite Infor- 
mation on the subject, there Is little 
doubt tbat the best shots among the 
volunteers are armed with the new 
rifles already, N,OM stands of them 
arms having already been sent to Cen- 
tral Otis, while there art MM nor* 
waiting bis order at the Banlttoarstaal.

Feature* of Hubate and Tiema •( 


tbe Philippine Groay. 


Masbate and Ticao. the islands in 


the Philippine archipelago whose in- 
habitants are tbe latest to seek tbe pro- 
tection of the United States authority, 
lie almost directly north of Negros and 
Zebu. Masbate. the nearest, being only 
about 75 miles distant. 


Masbate is reckoned among the ten 


largest islands of tbe group. Its esti- 
mated area is 1.315 square miles, com- 
ing next after tbat of Zebu, 1,650 
square miles, and that of Negros, 8.300 
square miles. Ticao is supposed to con- 
tain between 100 and 200 square miles. 
Raising live stock is the chief industry 
of botb islands. Extensive grassy plains 
afford good grazing grounds. 


The people of Masbate are compara- 


tively peaceful and civilized. Only the 
residents of the southern part of the 
island are inclined to be troublesome. 
Agriculture is little practiced, the only 
important crop being rice, and of that 
not enough is raised to support the 
population. The capital of Masbate is 
Palanog, a very small place on the east 
coast — Ne^? York

The Cuban Gold Mrti. 


If we listen to tbe voice of the charm- 


er or go to the books on Cuba for our 
information, we shall find that tbe 
mineral resources of this island include 
gold, silver, mercury, lead, antimony, 
copper, chrome, iron, manganese, pitch, 
bitumen and even coal, but when we 
come to look for practical metallic re- 
sults commensurate with these varied 
mineral resources we ehall be disap- 
pointed. 


The gold fiction is the most time hon- 


ored for the original Spanish settlers 
expected to find rich gold mines in 
Cuba. According to their historians, 
"much gold was taken from this island 
at the beginning of the conquest," bnt 
it seems probable that most of this waa 
taken from the chiefs or caciques of the 
Indians and very little from tbe ground. 
"El Viagero Universal" (Madrid, 1707,) 
•ays: "Someof this metal (gold) is still 
found at Holgnin." Whenever the ex- 
istence* of gold in Cuba ia discussed this 
' 'mine'' at Holgnin ia invariably brought 
forward. It is true that some work has 
been done at this point and a little gold 
has been extracted, bnt there has never 
been any systematic exploration, and 
there is nothing there whicb may be 
dignified with the name of a mine.— 
Jennings 8. Cox, Jr., in Engineering

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SITUATION IN SAMOA, 


Everything Is Now Quiet, Ponding 


Decision of iho Powers, 


Believed That They Will Stand 


by Tanus as King. 


Chief Justice Being Thwarted In Every Way 


Possible by Germans. 


Apia, Samoa. Feb. 22, via San Fran- 


cisco, March 9.—Four weeks have 
elapsed since the mail dispatches left 
here for San Francist'o concerning the 
outbreak of civil war between the ad- 
herents of Malietoa Tanus and those of 
Mataafa. 
During this time Samoa has 


been free from any active warfare. 
The provincial government under Mat- j 
aafa has not been a success. 
It has 
> 


estranged the feelings of many of its ! 
own supporters by deportation of the 
Malietoa chiefs, and the banishment 
from Apia of all male Samoan adults 
who were on Malietoa's side. 


All Malietoa's followers who were not 


deported have been fined, and inoffen- 
sive natives, the servants of whites, who 
had been in no way connected with t) 
fighting, have been arrested. 
A sha- . 


remonstrance 
from 
British Cons 


Maxse, who now has two men of wa.' 
supporting him, has prevented a re- 
currence of this annoyance.

tives of Uu. lila have declared in favor 
of Tanus, a.id the deported chiefs are 
having a pleasant picnic among friends.

the Berlin treaty, and cast slight upon, 
their nominee, the chief justice, ang, in 
the case of Great Britain and the United- 
States, they will go back on their con- 
sular representatives here, who have ac- 
knowledged Tanus as king. 


Mataafa and the chiefs know all 


this, and they are anxious to prevent 
their followers from doing anything at 
present whereby Mataafa's chances of 
being king may be endangered. Mat- 
aafa himself is perplexed and uneasy. 


The German consul has received a 


cable from Germany directing him to 
recognize the authority of Chief Jus- 
tice Chambers, and to withdraw from 
the stand he and Dr. Raffel had taken 
in regard to the supreme court. This 
news has discouraged Mataafa. and, in 
addition, the United States consul has 
written Jo the effect that, notwithsanfl- 
ing rumors around Apia, .the United 
States has not recognized Mataafa as 
king, and that the consul has running on 
the matter from his government, and is 
awaiting dispatches. 


The chief justice, although now recog- 


al*ed by the German consul under in- 
structions from Germany, is still being 
thwarted In every possible way by the 
Germans. Dr. Raffel was cited by the 
chief justice for contempt, .but declined 
to come to court and placed himself un- 
der the protection of the German consul.' 
He was arrested by the marshal of the 
court, 'but on his refusal to go, no at- 
tempt was made to force him. The chief 
justice rested content with having 
brought the matter to this Issue. Herr 
Von 'Bulow was also cited for contempt 
and disputed the jurisdiction of the 
court oh the same ground aa Dr. Raffei. 
The German consul interposed his pro- 
test, but .Bulow nevertheless has been 
summoned to appear in two weeks. 


H. Moors, an American, apologized to 


the court for writing a threatening let- 
ter and wa« purged ot contempt. Herr 
Grosscuhl still remains in the German 
consulate and will not venture out for 
fear of arrest by the court officers. 
-Everybody is anxiously awaiting the 
decision of the powers and in the mean- 
time it is not thought there will be any 
further disturbance. 


The Associated Press correspondent, 


shortly after the seizure of the Samoan 
government by Mataafa, had an Inter, 
view with the noted chief. Mataafa, 
when asked why he had been proclaimed 
king, said that Malietoa Tapute, being 
dead, the Samoans had a right to elect 
a new king, and he'was chosen. Ac- 
cording to Mataafa's views this was not 
In violation of the Berlin treaty, and In 
the version of the treaty printed in 
Samoa there is no stipulation made.by 
Count Bismarc* that Mataafa should 
never be king. Mataafa admitted, how- 
ever, that he had been warned that there 
wat a stipulation aralnst his being king, 
and said he had approached the German

wrongs. Greed and selfishness in cor- 
porate aggre^ata are not diffcreiit from 
greed ia tho individual except in degrca 
and power. In the eame degree that 
certfiin human attributes and powcis 
inuy be Ftrongthened and supplemented 
by corporate association for rightful 
ends, so in a like degree may corporate 
associations combine an aggregate hu- 
man greed and human heartleasness un- 
til it becomes so oppressive that they 
threaten the existence of the life of that 
greater association of individuals that 
we call government. 
. Such associations become too power* 


fnl for the individual to antagonize or 
contend with. Therefore it is the proper 
method to treat of this corporate ag- 
gression through the federal and state 
governments. No corporation can begin 
its existence without a charter granted 
to it by the government either state or 
federal There ia a contract implied 
when snch charter ia issued between the 
creature—the 
corporation—and 
its 


creator—the state. This contractual re- 
lation is at once violated whenever snch 
corporate creature nses its powers to 
carry out any contract, policy or scheme 
that is against the public policy of the 
atate or nation, or to directly or indi- 
rectly violate any of the federal or state 
statutes. 


Hence every state has reserved unto 


itself in the constitution the old com- 
mon law "writ of the crown," known 
to lawyers as "quo wananto," whereby 
the crown officer or the attorney general 
of the United States or the respective

but what the courts of last resort will 
speedily remedy in their respective ju- 
risdictions. 


Every subject of the federal or state 


governments that has a well grounded 
grievance against any corporate aggres- 
sion has but to appeal to the at- 
torney general of the state of Ohio or 
of the United States, and under his 
sworn duty he should bring such offend- 
ing corporate creatures at once before 
the court and compel them to show 
cause why their corporate life should 
not be taken away from them under 
this very patent and yet essential power 
reserved by the respective governments 
in themselves in their original constitu- 
tions and bill of rights—viz, tbe writ 
of quo wananto so familiar to lawyers 
and courts.

Two 
have special trains, while one has a 
private car. Dr. and Mrs. Seward Webb 
are on their way to California in the 
finest train in America. William E. 
Vanderbilt is the host on another train 
bound for Florida, which is hardly less 
sumptuous in its equipment. Mr. and 
Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt. Jr., are also 
on their way to California, but they 
have only a private car, such as any 
one with money to spare con charter. 


Of course when men who own rail- 


road; travel they insist upon approxi- 
mating as neatly as possible the luxury 
in which they live in their various 
homes. Only railroad magnates and oc- 
casionally a president of the United 
States "swinging around the circle" 
travel in these magnificent private 
trains. In the first place, the cost to an 
ordinary millionaire whose wealth is 
not iu railroads discourages private 
trains, and then the different railroads 
over which they pass do not care to t -'f * 
havetbtdr regular schedules disarranged , which 
by thea«» specials. 


Of all the Vanderbilts, Dr. and Mrs. 


Seward Webb pass the most time in 
cars. Of course they usually travel in 
their private car with a few guests, bit 
so far as any bother to Dr. Webb is 
concerned it makes no difference wheth- 
er be has but one car or a special train. 
If Dr. Webb or any one of the Vsnder- 
tilt family wishes to go anywhere, he 
tells General Manager Yaoger of the 
Wagacr company about it. When Dr. 
Webb decided upon the present trip, he 
told the general manager bow many 
guests he would have, where he wanted 
to go and when he wanted to start. He 
didn't concern himself any further. 


Men set to work making a schedule. 


Dr. Webb was given his choice *of three 
routes. Every railroad over which bis 
train would run over any one of these 


, routes was notified, with tbe request 
that Dr. Webb's train be moved when- 
ever and wherever he chose. That seems 
simple enough, but even to men who 
know the railroads of the United States 
as they know their pockets it requires 
a vast amount of detailed work Ib ar- 
range the matter. 


Dr. Webb's train was then made up. 


First in importance comes his own pri- 
vate car, the Elsmere, the finest car in 
the world. It has all manner of things 
in it. everything that can be possibly 
•used. For instance, it is lighted by 
electricity generated from the axles, so 
that it does not have to depend upon 
the dynamo that is found only on limit-' 
ed trains. The lights will burn for six 
hours after the train stops. Every im- 
provement in car building is found in 
the Elsmere and many that are to be 
seen in no other car. It cost about $85,- 
000 when it left the factory, and with 
the additional furnishings, the library, 


•— silverware and other extras of that 


kind it probably represents an invest- 


j ment of not far from $100,000, as it 
runs over tbe rails today. The average 
cost of the finest Wagner sleeping car 
is about $18,000. That gives an idea of 
the differenca 


Three sleeping cars of the latest 


manufacture, compartment cars, of 
course, were added to the train, and a 
buffet and smoking car. which is also 
the baggage car. The train is like unto 
a house. It is possible to communicate 
with any part of it without leaving 
one's seat One car is given over to the 
maids and valets of those on the train. 
They have access to the trunks at any 
time, and aa each guest has a suit there 
is no lack of room. In fact, the ap- 
pointments are rather better than those 
which can-be founo in a hotel. 


Of course Dr. Webb has his chef on 


his private car, who remains on it all 
the time. There is more than enough 
room in the Elsmere drawing room to 
seat all the guests, for this magnificent 
train of five cars is for the accommoda- 
tion of only ten people, exclusive of 
servants, .and including the host and 
hostess. Occaaiouallly Dr. Webb gives a 
dinner in hia car. Often he dines iu tbe 
buffet car with the others. They break 
up in little groups and conduct them- | 
selves exactly as they would in a big 
hotel When people live together on a 
train for several weeks, they get tired of 
one another.

Those who so elect can have their 


breakfasts served in their rooms. They 
can lounge about them all morning in 
comfortable garb. If tbe train happens 
to be drawn up somewhere they can go 
sightseeing or remain on board. The 
pick of the whole Wagner employees is 
placed upon the train. They remain 
with it from tbe time it leaves New 
York until it returns. There are two 
porters for each car.

The stocking of the tram requires 


much attention. All the staple stores 
were put on it in New York, such aa 
groceries and other things that will 
keep. The meats and game are packed 
in ice in airtight compartments. Pre- 
cautions are taken to preserve other 
perishable foods. The conductor is given 
a considerable sum of money with which 
to buy supplies, and he attends to the 
purchases wherever the train stops in a 
large city. The messages roust be sent 
ahead warning agents to look out for 
the train, to eee that arrangements are 
made for serving it with water and 
coal promptly as well aa foods. So it 
will be seen that a trip like this keeps a 
good many people busy. The guests of

It waa different 
with tbe trip of Coraeltna Vanderbilt, 
Jr. Yonng Mi. Vanderbilt announced 
the other day that he wanted to take a 
trip across tbe continent in a private 
car and that he wished to start tbo fol- 
lowing day. That meant a tremendous 
amount of work in a short time, for the 
young man wished to make brief etops 
in a few place*. It meant tbe studying 
of schedule and time tables, the consid- 
eration of the best trains and all man- 
ner of things. Then a dozen railroad 
managers bad to be informed by tele- 
graph BO that they could issue orders to 
have the car attached to tbe different 
trains. Yonng Mr. Vanderbilt took one 
of tbe finest private cara of the Wagner 
company that ia maintained for char- 
ter. It had to be stocked, attendants 
selected and everything made ready for 
a journey of 4.000 miles. But when 
Mr. and Mrs. Vanderbilt and the friend 
that accompanied them went aboard 
everything was ready for them. 


Of course no one can know what the 


cost to Dr. Webb and W. K. Vander- 
bilt will be for their trains. The great 
cost, that of transportation, doesn't fall 
upon them. It is a courtesy which one 
railroad extends to the high officials of 
another. It is common enough for indi- 
viduals to charter a private car for a 
trip through the country, like that 


Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., is 


making. It is a very expensive but lux- 
urious method of traveling. From six to 
eight people can travel in the largest 
private cars comfortably. 
The first 


charge for these cars is $50 a day for 
the first 80 days and $45 a day there- 
after. For moving a private car the 
railroads east of the Mississippi demand 
18 full fares for tbe distance which they 
haul it. 


For instance, if tbe fare between here 


and Chicago is $20, it costs $860 to 
move tbe car that far. If there are six 
people aboard the rate would therefore 
be $60 for each, and to this must be 
added tho daily rental of $50 for tbe 
car. The cost of a trip to California and 
back for six people in a private car ii 
about $8,000.—-New York World.

NEW RECORD IN KITEFLYING. 


Bine Bill Kite* Soar to a Height of 


12,507 Feet. 


The world's record for kiteflying 


was broken at the Blue Hill observa- 
tory, near Readville, Mass., on Feb. 38, 
when 12,507 feet above the sea level 
was reached by a recording instrument 
attached to a string of tandem kites. 
This is 888 feet higher than tbe pre- 
ceding best record, made at the same 
place Aug. 26 last. 


The flight was begun at 8:40 p. m., 


the temperature at the surface being 40 
and the wind 17 miles an hour. At the 
highest degree the temperature was 12 
and the wind velocity 50 miles an hour. 
Steel wire was used as a flying line, 
and tbe kites, four in number, were of 
an improved Hargreave pattern, with 
curved surfaces, made after the pattern 
of soaring birds' wings. The upper kite 
carried 
an 
aluminium 
instrument 


weighing four pounds, which recorded 
graphically temperature, wind velocity, 
humidity and atmopshereic pressure. 


The combined kites had an area of 


205'square feet and weighed 26 pounds, 
while the weight of the wire was 7*6 
pounds. The upper kite remained above 
two miles for three hours and was 
reeled in by ° steam windlass construct- 
ed for that purpose. When within half 
a mile of the ground the fastening on 
onp of the kites slipped, and this car- 
ried it up to the one above, tbe added 
pull snapping tbe wire and sending 
t-ree kites adrift. 


A search for the lost kites was begun, 


end two of them were .found at the 
Milton town farm, about two miles 
away, but the third was not recovered 
until March 3, when it was found at 
Field's Corner, over six miles north of 
tbe obervatory. The recording instru- 
ment was found uninjured. This waa 
the last of a series of high flights made 
on five successive days, Sunday except- 
ed. The -averago height reached was 
10.800 feet, or nearly two miles. The 
temperature at 10,000 feet on Feb. 23 
was 5 degrees; on the 34th, 1 degree; 
on the 25th, 11 degrees, and on the 
38th, 20 degrees above zero.—Boston 
Herald. 


Americas Locomollre»i For China.

The Baldwin locomotive works at 


Philadelphia recently closed a contract 
for tbe building of 81 locomotives, the 
largest single order ever received by 


E that company. The locomotives are for 
use on new railroads now under con- 
struction in China. The contract was 
under consideration about a year ago, 
but the breaking out of the war with 
Spain opened*, up such an element of 
doubt regarding the safe delivery of the 
engines that the matter was dropped for 
the time. The negotiations were recent- 
ly renewed and have just been brought 
to a conclusion and the contract signed. 
Over $800,000 is involved in the work, 
and the Baldwin company will rapidly 
push the construction of the engines. 
Shipment to China will begin probably 
in the course of a few weeks.—Balti 
more American. 


Lieutenant Commander Ccrwia P. 


Beee, who was executive officer of Ad- 
miral Dewey's flagship, the Olympia, 
during the battle of Manila bay, arrived 
in New York the other evening. As ho 
was in closo touch with Admiral Dewey 
during tbe engagement and throughout 
the trying times that followed it, he ia 
in a position to explain some things 
that have not been made entirely clear 
heretofore. 


Before coming to New York Com- 


mander Bees visited Washington and 
gave Secretary Long and other officials 
of the navy department much informa- 
tion. He was iu Washington when 
Dewey's request for the Oregon "for 
political reasons" was received, and he 
gave tbe secretary his opinion as to the 
admiral's meaning. 


Speaking of the matter the other 


night, Commander Bees said: 


"I think Admiral Dewey had in mind 


the return of the Kaiserin Augusta with 
Admiral Von Diedericha on board. He 
had been annoyed repeatedly by the ac- 
tions of the Germans and used to grit 
his teeth and say things to himself 
when one after another of their exploits 
came to his attention. 


"The Irene incident annoyed him, 


but the whole conduct of tbe Germans 
at Manila would give the impression 
that they were conducting the blockade. 
Their launches would run at high speed 
at night near our vessels, and when we 
would hold them up with searchlights 
and blank shot they would come along- 
side and give an an excuse that they 
had a message from their admiral to 
Admiral Dewey, 


"Tbe message when delivered would 


be a request that in case wo intended 
eending a steamer with mail to Hong- 
kong on the following day we chould 
kindly take their mail along. We would 
reply that we had no intention of send- 
ing a steamer that day, and when we 
did we would let them know. It was 
common talk during the blockade that 
the Germans had landed provisions. 


"I believe it was through an accident 


that Dewey's recent message was made 
public. It may have been a fortunate 
accident, after all, aa Admiral von 
Diedericbs' removal and tbe naming of 
Prince Henry to succeed him followed 
the publication of the message so quick- 
ly that the change will naturally be con- 
sidered as a result of the message. 


"The story published in one of the 


magazines and some of the newspapers 
that'at the time a recess was taken for 
breakfast during the battle of Manila 
bay the gloom on the bridge was as 
thick as a London fog is a great exag- 
geration. It is true that we did not 
realize the full extent of tbe injury we 
had inflicted on the Spanish fleet, but 
we knew that we had done them con- 
siderable damage. 


"The gunner had appeared on the 


bridge and reported that only 15 rounds 
per gun remained for the 5 inch am- 
munition, and we realized the impor- 
tance of not letting our ammunition run 
out. But tbe men were tired out, and 
we were in some doubt as to the dam- 
age inflicted upon tbe enemy's ships 
and the injuries to our own, and for 
these reasons Admiral Dewey ordered 
tbe firing stopped. 


"It turned out that the gunner was 


mistaken, as he bad overlooked one mag- 
azine filled with ajBiauEition which had 
not been opened. Then while we wero 
at breakfast came tbe reports that the 
enemy's ships were on fire or blown np, 
so that we went back to work again , 
with new neal."

Commander Roes said that he believ-' 


ed Dewey and Otis would make short 
work of the Filipinos when the re-en- 
forcements now nearing Manila arriv- 
e,l But for the delay over the negotia- 
tions for peace with Spain and the rati- 
fication of the treaty. Commander P-ees 
says, tbe conquest of the natives would 
have been a matter of days instead of 
weeks or perhaps months.—New York 
Herald.

WHISTLING WELLS. 


Katnral BwometWM Which Foratell Stern* 


In Witoonaln. 


A freak of nature which ia attracting 


considerable attention ia a series of 
blowing or "whistling" wells located 
in tbe northern part of tbe town of Eu- 
reka, in Polk county, Wis. There are 
six of these hysterical wells, ranging io 
depth from 120 to 160 feet. The one 
owned by James Coltin exhibits most 
remarkable features. This well is 190 
feet deep and was dug 15 years ago. 
The first 30 feet was hardpan and the 
rest coarse gravel. 


Before a rainstorm the wind blows 


out of this well with great force, mak- 
ing a roaring sound that can be beard * 
long distance. The wind is so hot that 
water placed on the cover of the well 
will boil. The wind blows out only be- 
fore a storm, and the severity and dnr 
ration of tbe storm are always in exact 
proportion to tbe force of this onrreni 
and its duration before the storm com- 
mences. It is therefore an accurate and 
trustworthy barometer, or vice versa, 
with equal accuracy, but remains quiet 
ia settled weather. 


In winter a current of air is drawn 


in before a change of weather just as 
forcibly as it blows out in hot weather. 
This current will freeze tbe water 120 
feet from the surface of the earth as 
quickly as it would at tbe surface, and, 
though many attempts have been made 
to use a pump in the well, they have 
all failed, and a number of pumps of 
different makes have been destroyed by 
the water freezing and bursting to* 
cylinders and pipes. 


The other fi-^a wells, which resemble 


this one in many respects, are all locat- 
ed within tbe radius of about one mile 
and vary in depth from 180 to 160 feet

In 1843, in connection with 
three others of like mind, be founded 
the Virginia minstrels, which met with 
immense success in New York and Bos- i 
ton and throughout Great Britain.

RRIVING at Tampa on the 37th of 
April, I found that many of the 
regiments that were being con- 
centrated 
at 
that 
point had 


brought along Catling guns of 


the old style .45 caliber. These guns 
In each case were located in the 
midst ot the regimental camps. The 
pieces lay idly in the hot sand, sheltered 
from the sun and weather by canvas 
paulins. Only one regiment of all those 
assembled at Tampa was making any 
effort whatever to Instruct men in the 
use of these machine guns. This regi- 
ment waa the Ninth Infantry. The spo- 
radic effort made by it was due to the 
enthusiasm of Lieutenant Simpson and 
Sergeant Welgle, and consisted solely of 
a dally drill of about half an hour in the 
manual of the piece. No cartridges were 
available for target practice, and no 
permanent detail had been assigned to 
handle the guns^-The men who were as- 
signed to this duty were taken at ran- 
dom from various companies, contrary, 
in many cases, to the wishes of their 
oafttabist *nd performed this duty in a 
perfunctory manner in addition to their 
other duties about the camp. I waited 
a couple of weeks, watching the drift 
of events and talking machine guns to 
anybody who would listen to me, with a 
net result that I was considered a crank 
a bore and a nuisance on this subject. I 
found only two officers besides Lieuten- 
ant Simpson who agreed with my views 
on the subject, and these were Majors 
Auman and Cavanaugb of the Thir- 
teenth infantry. They were powerless 
to assist me in any way, but they en- 
couraged by sympathy and good advice. 
A scheme of organization, designed to 
unite all the machine guns of my own 
brigade Into a single battery for in- 
struction and training, was dropped be- 
cause It could not obtain official ap- 
proval. A personal Interview with the 
adjutant general at Tampa made the 
outlook a little more hopeful at the time, 
but led to no results because he was or- 
defed to another command. At length, 
through the assistance of Colonel 
Thompson, an officer of the ordnance 
department, also a machine gun crank, 
I was detailed as his assistant in the 
•vdnanee depot and given a little squad 
•f 12 men. These men performed guard 
duty over the ordnance depot, assisted 
In the stevedore work of handling boxes, 
etc., and-incidentally received instruc- 
tion wltto Oatling guns. Thompson Is- 
sued us four M caliber Gatlings, and 
these men were thus compelled to do 
double duty. Even this beginning of the 
detachment had not been secured until 
the 28th day of May. 


In the meantime General Lee, after 


an Interview, |pok up the subject of 
machine guns and recommended the 
organization of a battalion of nine guns 
to be placed under my command. He 
wanted this organization for his own 
corn*.'

A soldier 
of the Sixth cavalry, who was a member 
of a burying detail, told me that he 
counted 47 dead ne&r one trench, ail in 
a group, and all evidently killed by ma- 
chine gun flre. 


The charge by our troops was never 


ordered. Among the Rough Riders Colo- 
nel Roosevelt undoubtedly gave the 
word and the example. Along the other 
parts of the line no one even claim? to 
have given an order. The truth about 
it is that as soon as the men recognized 
the sound of the Gatlings they sprang 
forward to the charge without orders 
by one of those spontaneous movements 
which sometimes decide the fate of bat- 
tles. There was a psychologic cause for 
this. The first effect of the Gatlings 
had been to draw the fire of the enemy 
and thus relieve the line of troops to a 
great degree. The air around us was 
I terally alive with bullets as soon as 
the enemy located us. Then our superior 
weight of flre, added to the fire of the 
line, overpowered the enemy. He duck- 
ed down into his ditches to escape. At 
the same moment the sound of our guns 
was recognized from left to right, and 
a mighty cheer swelled out on all sides. 
That cheer was so loud that we noticed 
it above even the rattle of our own 
guns, and with that cheer all the sol- 
diers jumped spontaneously for the top 
of the hill 
I talked with 500 of them 


after the 1st of July and never found a 
man outside the Rough Riders who had 
heard an order to charge except after 
that cheer, and then it could not be 
stopped by anybody. 


The enemy never got an effective flre 


on them during the actual charge. His

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ly what I had done. It developed In the 
course of this interview that the general 
had not intended to omit my guns in 
the order, but that amid the multiplici- 
ty of details which were crowded upon 
his attention at that time an error of 
omission made by a subordinate had 
escaped his notice. He was pleased 
that the guns had been brought down 
in spite of the omission and readily is- 
sued an order giving me the necessary 
number of men to complete the equip- 
ment of the battery, with -the privilege 
of selecting them by name, bis promise 
that mules would be furnished at the 
proper time for transportation and the 
kind expression of his cordial good 
wishes for, the success, of the experi- 
ment.

We had am- 
ple space for drill, and in the four days 
following took advantage of it. We were 
the only part of the army that did have 
drill, and it seemed very odd to be drill- 
ing a light battery within earshot of the 
enemy. Perhaps it was the first time 
within the history of the world that the 
preliminary Instruction of a light bat- 
tery was given where the enemy could 
have heard the words of command We 
learned to feed our guns with the ut- 
most rapidity. This was practiced for 
hours each day until the cartridges 
would be ground out in a solid stream 
We also practiced a drill to prevent 
Jamming. 


My orders for the battle were discre- 


tionary. We had only a limited amount 
of ammunition-about 30000 rounds— 
and f realized that the exp°ndlture of 
this small amount AT JUST THE 
RIGHT TIME AND PLACE might 
prove decisive in its effects, but that It 
could be easily wasted without pro- 
ducing any .appreciable effect upon the 
Issues of the day. It was my responsi- 
bility to watch, to weigh chancps, to 
wait, wait at a point from which we 
could be certain of getting In, restrain- 
ing the impatience of my men, exposed 
all those dreadful hours from 8 to l 
o'clock to a galling fire, always ready 
for instant action—grimly waiting for 
the decisive moment. During this long 
wait the men were subjected to the se- 
verest test that pver comes to soldiers. 
They were kept-for tiourg within reach 
of "Hell's Crossing," exposed to the 
dropping flre of the enemy, part of the 
time to heavy artillery fire, and all of 
the time to the fire of the enemy's 
sharpshooters In the trees around us. 
During all of thl»i time they could not 
return a single shot. Twice 1 personally 
reconnoltewd the front At last General 
Shafter himself gave the signal. Then 
we went In «t a run "to take the best 
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reached the top, we stopped, and they 
took it up. 


Judging by the small fatalities of the 


subsequent trench firing and by what I 
saw, a large part of the Spanish losses 
was the lesult of the Galling fiie at this 
time We had ground uut 20,000 rounds 
in & 
J/s minutes On the firing line those \ 


who could see to shoot were not firing 
fdscer than five or six shots per minute. 
If we say six, then the Gatlmg fire wasi 
equal to that of 392 men, besides having 
the power of perfect 
concentration. 


Each gun was aimed bj a sharpshooter 
all of the time. In other woids, we were 
the equivalent of any regiment on the 
firing line m flre action, considering 
quantity, and all our fi;e was sharp- 
shooter fire, not subject to nervousness 
or fatigue, and with aim not affected by 
the personal condition of the men. Tn 
this light it is not beyond the truth to 
state that our fire was equal in efficien- 
cy, at this time and place, to that of 
any brigade on the firing line 


The judiciousness of having husband- 


ed our ammunition appears from the 
fact that we we/e now able to limber 
up and go forward to the captured po- 
sition immediately after it was occupied 
with a sufficient supply to continue our 
flre against the attempted counter as- 
sault. 
Perhaps we were not needed. 


Perhaps they could have held that hill 
without us They were splendid fellows, 
those doughboys and yellow legs on that 
hill, and they had the indomitable 
Rough R ders with them but they were 
awfully fagged out and it was a woe- 
fully thin line that ci owned the top of 
San Juan hill at 1:23% p m. Whether 
they needed us or not at 1 28 we were 
with them, and within 30 seconds after- 
| ward we were driving our hail of Gat- 
ling bullets 3own the other side of the 
hill toward Santiago. 


There were many examples of con- 


spicuous heroism among my men I will 
mention two. One of the most brilliant 
.vas that of Corpoial Doyle, who went 
on firing all by himself until he ground 
out all the cartridges from the feed 
guide, then calmly refilled it and re- 
peated the operation until help arrived 
for his gun It is hard to find greater 
heroism than that, but I think the col- 
orfed sergeant, Graham, surpassed it if 
possible a little later 
A battery of 


Spanish artillery had begun firing at us 
after we occupied the hill. Two 6 nch 
shells, among others, had exploded in 
our vicinity, and we heard the sullen 
boom of the big cannon a third time. 
Quick as a flash Sergeant Graham 
thiew himself 111 fiont of me to make a 
shield of his own body 
The shell ex- 


ploded within 30 feet of us almost di- 
rectly over the limber. Could devotion 
go to a higher point than was exhibited 
by these t»vo men? I recommended them 
both for the medal of honor, the highest 
decoration that a Soldier can receive in 
our country, and think they deserved it 
if any men ever did in the world. 


As soon as the trenches were dug all 


the Gatlings but one were dismounted 
and placed ia the trenches at *-he point 
nearest to the enemy. There were added 
to rnj battery two Colt's automatic rap- 
id flre guns, undsr Sergeant Tiffany, a15 
gallant a soldier as ever drew breath, 
and the dynamite gun, under the gal- 
lant and reckless Borrowe. All these 
were operated under my orders until 
the end of the s.ege with great effect 
Feed guides and belts were always full 
of cartridges, hand on crank and finger 
on trigger, day *nd night. Borrowe 
went around with a short brier pipe in 
his mouth, loading and firing as coolly 
as if at target practice. He did excel- 
lent and effective work too. Whenever 
a dyn?mite shell or a shot from a field-

The evidence in the famous Hopkins- 


Bliss slander case was closed yester- 
day afternoon in the superior court 
Ex-District Attorney Charles E. Hib- 
bard summed up for the defendant He 
thought Mr. Bliss did the proper thing 
in having the anonymous slanders on 
his father and mother sifted, and their 
further coming stopped. He held that 
the charge of slander had not been 
maintained, and claimed there was no 
evidence that he had made them public 
only in the way of notifying the stand- 
ing committee, and that this was a 
privileged communication. He asked 
the jury to give no merely nominal 
damages to the plaintiff, simply for a 
settlement of the whole matter, but to 
find a verdict on the evidence as a 
whole. 


Mr. Joyner, in summing up for the 


plaintiff, read a letter written by her 
on Easter, lS97,a literary product H n of 
feeling and beauty, to her pastor, as* 
showing her affection for him. Mr. Joy- 
ner paid his respects to tne experts, 
whose evidence he claimed was liable 
to be disputed by others. As to the tes- 
timony of Mead, Mr. Joyner claimed 
that it was weak because if, as he 
claimed, he knew Mrs. Hopkins when 
she arrived at The Manse, why should 
he follow her home? On the claim of 
malice, Mr. Joyner claimed that after 
the committee asked to have the mat- 
ter dropped, Mr. Bliss again appeared 
before them, and that the remarks at 
The Manse, when the v omen attended 
a meeting there, about a man's house 
being his castle, showed a spirit of not 
entire friendliness. 
His allusion to 


painters and daubers, and to liars and 
hypocrites, was unfortunate, to say 
the least. 


The great surprise of the trial was 


sprung by the defense yesterday morn- 
ing, when Mr. Bliss' lawyers intro- 
duced as a witness "W. D. B. Meade of 
Pittsfield. He is a friend of Mr. Bhss 
and he offered the most startling testi- 
mony of the trial. He said that on the 
night of September 19, 1897, he was in 
Great Barringrton visiting Mr. Bliss. 


During the evening while the people 


were attending worship in the Con- 
gregational church, he stood just in- 
side window at The Manse and saw 
Mrs. Susan B. Hopkins come up the 
street, pause a moment in front of the 
house, walk up the path and place a 
letter under the door. He went out 
after she had gone, picked up the note 
and afterwards gave it to Mr. Bliss. 
After the woman had left the letter he 
followed her at a distance on the street 
until he saw her enter the house of 
Mrs. Hopkins. Mr. Meade's testimony 
created something of a sensation. 


The prosecution put Mrs. Hopkins on 


the stand to answer this testimony, 
and she denied it absolutely, saying 
that at the time given she was physic- 
ally unable to leave the house. She 
thought Mr. Meade mistaken. 


The legislative taxation committee 


reported unanlmoulsy in the house yes- 
terday against the petitions for the 
taxation of the personal and real estate 
of all incorporated and unincorporated 
educational institutions, except such 
property ay is actually engaged in the 
work of education. 


The same committee, Mr. Prindle of 


WUliamslown 
dissenting, 
also re- 


ported against the petition of Clarence 
M. Smith and others that the ex- 
emption of 
educational 
institutions 


from taxation shall be from state taxes 
only. 


Earlier in the day the committee 


gave an important hearing on the bill 
pending for the taxation of certain col- 
lege property, the last in the series of 
hearings, before the committee's re- 
port. 


Professor Le Favour, 
representing 


Williams college, opposed the bill. He 
told of the case where the town of Wil- 
Uamstown, when it made substantial 
efforts to keep the college there when 
it proposed to move. "We now pay 
taxes on professors' houses, unoccupied 
lands, athletic fields, etc We would 
have to pay 20 or 25 per cent of our 
income for taxes. Is that fair? We 
would have to appeal to the legis- 
lature for direct gifts." 


Mr. Dickinson of Amherst said that 


if the truth were known, evei y student 
at college gets ; his education for so 
much less than it costs that he is a 
charity student. He said that at Am- 
herst the college property is valued 
very high in comparison with the other 
property in town. Hence it appears 
that the college property is a large pro- 
portion of the property in the town. 


President Eliot of Harvard opposed 


the bill. He said that the state intends 
to cherish these higher institutions, 
and this bill proposes to prevent this 
cherishing, 


"Investments do not makg 4 per cent 


We are approaching the time when the 
income will not exceed 3 per cent. This 
bill permits the city of Cambridge to 
take the entire income of 15,000,000 of 
Harvard's personal property to pay the 
taxes levied under this bill. 


"What propriety is "there in taking a 


portion of the money devoted to this 
public use and devoting it to other 
public uses, for that is what taxation 
is. There are only two ways of sup- 
porting higher institutions, govern- 
ment support and by endowments. Is 
the state going to impair the latter 
method, which we have adopted in the 
state 
of Massachusetts? 
Western 


states pay money direct out of their 
treasury for supporting their colleges. 
Harvard college spends more than it 
receives; it is not true that it is laying 
up any money."

To Compel Support of Parents. 


The legislative committee on probate 


and insolvency gave a hearing on 
a bill of much local interest, in 
view of the recent announcement 
of the trouble sometimes experienced 
here with the failure of persons to pro- 
vide for their parents. It ia a bill to 
prevent the abandonment of parents 
by children. The bill proposes that any 
adult person residing in Massachusetts 
having a parent destitute of means of 
subsistence and 
unable, 
either 
by 


reason of old age, infirmity or illness, 
to support himself or heiwlf, who is 
possessed of or able to earn means 
sufficient to provide such parent with 
necessary shelter, food, care and cloth- 
ing, and neglects or refuses to do so, 
shall be liable to imprisonment in jail 
or in a workhouse at hard labor for noi 
more than one year nor less than threi 
months. Senator Donovan said there 
were many instances where worthy old 
people had been sent by their children 
to the poorhouse when the latter were 
really able financially to support their 
parents. There were no remonstrants.
